Shotgun blast kills Victoria woman

A woman has been shot! This 
was the contents of a called received 
by the Elba Police Dispatcher at ap- 
proximately 2:49 p.m. last Sunday 
afternoon.

Also, units of the Coffee County 
Sheriffs Department were dis- 
patched to the scene since the caller 
had stated that someone had been 
shot, but very few, if any details 
were given by the caller. 

On the way to the scene of the 
shooting, the rescue unit was noti- 
fied by radio that the victim was en- 
route to the hospital in Elba by pri- 
Vate vehicle. The ambulance met the 
car transporting the victim in the 
Wise's Mill Community and she was 
transferred to the ambulance. 

A son and son-in-law of the vic- 
tim had placed her in the car and was 


County commission discusses employees' health coverage

Neither rain, sleet, nor....no, that’s 
not right...but, the observance of 
Veterans Day by county employees 
didn't stop the Coffee County Com- 
missioners! 

The commission held its regular 
scheduled meeting on Monday 
morning at the Enterprise Court- 
house. 

Representatives from Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield Insurance of Alabama 
and Humana Health Care were 
present to present their respective 
coverage plan for county employees 
to the commission. 

Robert Woodwall with Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield reviewed some of 
the highlights of their proposal.. He 
stated that their plan offered "strong- 
er benefits than you presently 
have..." 

In response to a question concern- 
ing rates or premium costs per em- 
ployee, Woodall said that the premi- 
um would be the same for everyone 
there will be no "splitting of ages,” 
Naturally, if an employee has family 
coverage, the premium will be high- 


er than one having single coverage. 

According to Woodall, Coffee 
County's neighboring counties of 
Geneva and Covington presently 
have Blue Cross-Blue Shield cover- 
age. 

The Humana Health Care Plan 
was presented to the commission by 
Rex Powell of Rex Powell Insu- 
rance Agency. 

Powell explained to the commis- 
sion that a comprehensive plan was 
being offered as an option to the 
100% coverage to lessen the rate in- 
crease that be in effect. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose asked 
if these was the only two proposals 
that would be considered by the 
commission, 

Commission Chairman Bill Ea- 
gerton said, “I don't know. What 
ever ya'll want to do. We can look at 
other proposals - whatever ya'll want 
to do. Of course we don't have to bid 
insurance...we can do what's best for 
the employee... it's not what's the 
lowest bid and this kind of thing." 

The commissioners agreed to 
meet at a later date suitable with the 
insurance representatives present 
and review in detail their respective 


County holds landfill hearing

A public hearing on Coffee 
County's solid waste disposal plan 
was held on Monday, November 12, 
1990 at 10 a.m. in the courtroom of 
the Enterprise Courthouse. 

Conducting the hearing was Cof- 
fee County's assistant county engi- 
neer, Randy Tindell. He stated that 
the the county's request to be ex- 
empted from the moratorium enacted 
by the Alabama Department of Envi- 
ronmental Management (ADEM) 
had been approved. 

The plan being submitted by the 
county will meet federal guidelines 
presently being established for solid 
waste disposal.

One of the new requirements will 
be that newly constructed landfills 
will require the installation of liners 
to prevent toxic materials from con- 
taminating the soil. 

According to Tindell, the county 
is planning to construct a landfill of 
adequate size to accommodate all of 
the towns & cities of the county and 
all of rural Coffee County. Also, it 
will be available to surrounding 
counties and towns as a regional 
landfill facility. 

Tindell said, "We will have the 
ability to handle all of Southeast Al- 
abama if we so desire!" 

A site for the landfill has not yet 
been decided upon, but according to 
Tindell, nothing less than 200 acres 
is being considered. 

"The bigger you are," continued 
Tindell, “the cheaper it gets and the 
more efficiently can the residents of 
these counties can be served." 

Plans also call for the collection 
of recyclable solid waste at a rate of 
5% per year for five years. This will 
allow the county to comply with 
state law to cut solid waste by 25%. 

This portion of the plan will be 
voluntary unless it becomes neces- 
sary to make it mandatory in order 
to meet state law. 

Countywide garbage pickup is in- 
cluded in the county's plan. 

When asked if the county really 
wanted to get into the landfill busi- 
ness, Commissioner Jim Dubose 


B said, "Once we own the facility, we 


will be able to operate it for what it 
costs, and no one (privately owned 
landfills) is going to do it for less 
than that!" He continued, "So it will 
give our citizens a much better 


A break." 


In addition, a landfill in the 
county will support local industry 
and also aid in attracting new indus- 
try to Coffee County, according to 
Dubose. 

When asked if the county can 
have a new landfill constructed in 
time to meet the soon-to-be enacted 
federal guidelines, _ Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton responded, 
"It doesn't matter what we have to 
do, we will meet the requirements." 


proposals. County Administrator 
Wilson Mobley was instructed to no- 
tify the commissioners of the agreed 
upon date. 

Assistant Coffee County Engineer 
Randy Tindell requested that the 
commission send out bids for Phase 
II of the emergency patch work on 
county roads. 

There are, according to Tindell, 
fifteen flood damage sites that re- 
main unpaved at this time. This 
should with the exception of one or 
two sites complete the repairing of 
damage caused by the March flood. 

Funds for this repair work will be

He stated that the county would 
stay on the manual system until the 
problem is resolved. 

Mobley said that the problem was 
in the balancing of some of the 
county accounts, but that it was not 
related to the incident involving 
missing funds.

Upon arrival at Elba General Hos- 
pital, it was learned that the gun shot 
victim was identified as Myrtle Cart- 
er, age 41, of Route 1, Box 118, 
Jack, Alabama (The Jack Post Office 
rural route extends into this north- 
east section of Coffee County). 

Mrs. Carter was pronounced dead 
at 3:23 p.m. by the attending emer- 
gency room physician at Elba Gener- 
al Hospital. 

The shooting is currently being 
investigated by the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, District Attor- 
ney's office, Alabama Department of 


Forensic Science and the Coffee 
County Coroner's office. 

In a statement released by the 
Coffee County Sheriff's Department, 
Sheriff Brice Paul said, "Mrs. Carter 
suffered from an apparent self- 
inflicted wound from a sawed-off 12 
ga. shotgun." 

According to officials at the hos- 
pital, the wound was in the upper 
chest area. 

The shooting is still under investi- 
gation pending notification of lab re- 
sults from the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Science. 

Mrs. Carter was the wife of 
Charles Ray Carter and they have 
two sons and two daughters. 


Elba City Council holds 
very routine meeting 


The Elba City Council adopted a 
resolution Tuesday evening official- 
ly proclaiming Farm-City Week in 
Elba and Coffee County. On hand 
for the action were members of the 
Coffee County Farm-City commit- 


tee. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council that there have 174 
complaints filed with the police 
since the last council meeting. This 
includes nine traffic accidents. There 
were 28 traffic citations issued in- 
cluding 3 for DUI. There were also 
11 criminal arrest.

City school board reviews options 


The Elba City School Board con- 
ducted a long, detailed discussion 
about changes in the plans, cost and 
contractor for the new school park in 
a meeting last Thursday evening. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
told the board that there had been a 
lot of work and soul searching on the 
new school. 

Architect Walter McKee gave an 
overview of proposed revisions and 
told board members, “We are get- 
ting in range of funds available” . He 
explained some changes which 
would bring down the cost but 
would not lower the quality of the 
facility nor the education opportuni- 
ties for the students, 

One of the ideas to get the cost 
down was to eliminate a second gym 
planned for the high school complex. 
Other changes include asking the 
city to waive building permit fees; 
deleting a ciain link fence, flagpoles 
and change the lighting methods on 
the band practice field and the foot- 
ball practice field. A slight change in 
face brick color would save $36,000 
and deleting all terrazzo floors 
would save $157,358. Board Chair- 
man G. A. Lindsey objected strongly 
to the use of terrazzo, noting his le- 
gal studies indicate there are a lot of 
lawsuits because of people slipping

ELBA TIGERS WRAP UP YET ANOTHER AREA TITLE 


The Elba Tigers claimed their fourth straight Area championship last 
week with an impressive 13-0 win over the Slocomb Red Tops, and did so 
in grand fashion, as they whipped the Red Tops on their own home field. 
The game was billed as a toss up between two of the top teams in south Al- 
abama in the 3A ranks, but the Elba defense took charge early in the game 
and never let up, while the offense scored on their first possessions of each 
half and rolled up the yards, if not the score. It was a very impressive win 
by the Tigers and should set the stage for the playoffs, which start this 
weck, 

The Elba offense had looked great in piling up 35 and 47 points against 
Monroe County and Andalusia, but against Slocomb the offense may have 
taken a step backwards as it scored only twice and made critical mistakes 
that kept the Tigers from blowing the game wide open. Greg Thigpen and 
Marcus Tyson again went over 100 yards from the tailback position, David 
Rowe excited the crowd with his punt returns and John Jacobs was on tar- 
get at times passing the ball; however, the Tigers failed to take advantage of 
numerous scoring chances in both the first and second half that would have 
put the win on ice, and in doing so allowed Slocomb to remain within strik- 
ing distance. The offense showed that it can still move the ball, but also 
showed that it can still make mistakes. Maybe the mistakes will serve as a 
wake up call for the offensive players! 

The defense was supposed to have its hands full against one of the top 
passing attacks in the state, but totally dominated the action from start to 
finish and held the Red Tops to only 61 yards in total offense. The Tiger de- 
fense limited the running game to only 30 yards, while in the air the Red 
Tops could connect on only 4 of 15 passes and Elba defenders picked off 4 
for interceptions. The defense was complete in its dominance and put on its 
best performance of the season. Providing the spark for the defense was de- 
fensive-tackle Ronnie Joe Edwards. Edwards was interviewed on TV dur- 
ing the week and did a super job, then on Friday night took charge in the 
line and led the Tiger defense to a massacre. The defensive backs had suf- 
fered at times during the season, but they too rose to the challenge against 
Slocomb and totally confused the Red Top attack, while picking off 4 pass- 
es. The defensive dominance was complete! 

Summing up the win over Slocomb, the only thing close about the game 
was the score. The Tigers dominated from start to finish on both sides of 
the ball and showed why it wears the state championship rings. Mistakes 
were present; however, the mistakes should make the effort and preparation 
better in coming weeks. The win over Slocomb was the fifth straight win 
for the Tigers after a 3-2 start and should do much more than just head the 
Tigers into the playoffs...it should serve as a launching board for the Tigers 
in their quest for a second straight state title! :

"Flomaton has had a tough year,” 
stated Elba's Coach Mack Wood, 
"but they have a winning tradition 
and have played real well down the 
stretch. They played Georgiana 
tough before falling 7-6 and we 


@. know how good Georgiana is, while 


the wins over Southern Choctaw and 
St. Pauls, in games they had to win, 
showed the real character of the 
team. When the playoffs begin the 
records don't mean a thing and we 
are approaching this game like Flo- 
maton has a perfect record.” 

"Flomaton has a new coach this 
season and it took a while for the 
team to adjust to his style," added 
Wood, “but once they got settled 
into a rouline they began to play 
well and right now they are the best 
they've been all year long. Flomaton 
has some good athletes on both sides 
of the ball, good team speed and an 
aggressive defense that swarms to 
the football. Flomaton has a 3-7 
record and will enter the game with 
nothing to lose, so, we'll have to be 
ready for everything and play with 
intensity." 

"For us to win," said Wood, 
"we'll have to be able to run the foot- 
ball and be more effective throwing 
the ball than we were last weck. We 
have to sustain drives and not bog 
down when we get in scoring range. 
We'll have to block well and play 
like this was the last game of the 
year, because if we lose it will be 
just that! Over on defense we need 
to be real physical up front and dic- 
tate the tempo of the game. We will 
have to be aggressive to keep Floma- 
ton from establishing long drives 
and at the same time be alert for any- 
thing and everything. Flomaton 
won't hold anything back against us 
and we'll have to be ready in all 
phases of the game." 

"Some folks may be looking 
ahead to the remainder of the playoff 
schedule,” stated Coach Wood, "but 
the coaches and players know that 
the biggest game of the season will 
take place Friday night against Flo- 
maton.

When asked about last week's 13-

The defense worked hard 
prior to the game getting ready for 
Slocomb's high-powered offense and 
the long hours of work paid- off. We 
were able to shut down their running 
game completely and _ intercepted 
four passes. The offense moved the 
ball well on their first possessions of 
both halves, but in between didn't 
finish off drives that should have re- 
sulted in points.

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| What Is A Velvet Bean? 


Assistant County Agent Richard Petcher 


Recent peanut rotation research at 
the Aubum University Experiment 
Station at Headland has aroused 
quite a bit of interest in the velvet 
bean. The velvet bean is being stud- 
ied for its use as a nematicide. 

For several years R. Rodriguez- 
Kabana, AU Plant Pathologist, has 
done studies with this legume. The 
research that aroused many growers’ 
and scientists’ interest was the field 
plot tests. Fields plots heavily infest- 
ed with nematodes were planted in 
velvet beans in mid-March, allowed 
to grow for two months, plowed it 
under and then planted peanuts. 
Throughout the growing season, 
nematode samples were taken and 
no nematodes were found. This is 
pretty good evidence the velvet 
beans are a good nematode control. 

Research is being continued so 
that precise recommendations can be 
given. Planting velvet beans after 
danger of last frost and then allowed 
to grow for two months before disk- 
ing in and planting peanuts is possi- 
ble, but may put many of our grow- 
ers on too tight of a = schedule. 
However, there are many other cul- 
tural methods to grow and use velvet 
beans. 

What is a velvet bean? It is a le- 
gume, something a lot ike kudzu, ex- 
cept you can control it. Velvet beans 
are a concentrated high-protein feed 
usually raised for cattle or hogs 
(Morrison, "Feeds and Feeding," 
21st edition, 1950, says 18 percent 
protein for beans with pods and 23 
percent in the bean alone.) 

Most farmers who have been 
around for a while know what velvet 
beans are. I recently visited with Mr. 
Murry L. Thompson in Tennille who 
grows velvet beans and learned a 
great deal from his years of exneri- 


ence. When I talk to people about 
velvet beans, the first thing they say 
is, "They make me itch!" And that is 
true. But I've got news for you. You 
don't have to pick them by hand any- 
more. You can combine them. Just 
run the combine very slow. 

Velvet beans are primarily grown 

for a deer plot. They are excellent 
wildlife food, and deer will go a long 
way for them, 
_ The velvet bean has been grown 
in the United States as a field crop 
since 1890. Its popularity declined 
after 1941. Velvet beans grow well 
crop and requires a long frost-free 
season to mature the seed. 

You usually plant velvet beans at 
10-15 pounds per acre. Velvet beans 
and your full season corn can be 
planted together. fertilize the corn 
and the beans will do all right. You 
can expect about 70 percent of a nor- 
mal corn yield plus enough velvet 
beans to make your total food yield 
much higher than either crop alone. 
You need to wait real late in the sea- 
son for the bean nulls to be real dry 
before combining. Run the combine 
real slow. The corn and beans can be 
separated by use of a grain cleaner. 
After combining you can graze your 
cate or hogs on the remaining 
beans and corn. One of the advantag- 
es to velvet beans is that they last in 

the field over the winter and provide 
feed until spring. 

The velvet bean bean when 
grown along should be planted 15 
inches apart and 1-3 inches deep in 
rows 3 feet apart at the rate of 30-35

Safe Handling , Processing And 


Cookery Of Venison 
Angela Hughes County Agent 


Deer hunting is a big sport in Cof- 
fee County. When venison is ob- 
tained, care should be taken for sani- 
tation. If you are going to process 
the deer yourself, the deer should be 
bled as soon as possible to insure a 
quality product. After bleeding, the 
viscera and rear legs just above the 
scent glands should be removed. The 
body cavity should be washed thor- 
oughly to remove all excess blood 
and residues. 

The nest procedure, aging, is very 
important with respect to the eating 
quality of the venison. The meat 
should be aged for three to seven 
days at 32 to 36 degrees F. to im- 
prove the flavor and permit enzyme 
activity to maximize tenderness. 
During the aging process it is also 
recommended that the hide remain 
on the carcass to prevent water loss. 

After aging, the hide and as much 
fat as possible should be removed. 
The texture of the fat is similar to 
that of a lamb. It is tallow-like and 
sticky at room temperature. The fat 
has a "wild" taste which some peo- 
ple don't like. After aging, the car- 
cass is ready for cutting into eatable 
portions that should be double 
wrapped, using coated freezer wrap. 
The packages should be labeled, in- 
cluding the date and cut of meat, and 
frozen as quickly as possible. 

Venison and beef are very similar 
meat products in that the nutritional 
content (protein, vitamins, minerals) 
are similar. But there is usually a 
substantial difference in the amount 
of fat present. Venison contains a 
higher lean to fat ratio than a com- 
parable cut of beef. 

Different cuts of venison demand 
different cookery which depend 
upon the tenderness of the cut. Ten- 


der cuts can be defined as those 
which come from less active muscle 
groups (loin). The less tender cuts 
come from more active muscle 
groups (shoulder, shank, neck). 

The following are suggested 
methods of cookery for various cuts 
of venison. 

Methods for tender cuts (steaks, 
chops): 

Pan frying. Heat frying pan until 
sizzling hot. Add 2 tablespoons of 
butter, place meat in hot pan, sear on 
both sides (turning only once), re- 
duce heat slightly and finish cook- 
ing. 

Roasting (round, loin). Season 
with salt and pepper and place a rack 
in an uncovered pan. Cover surface 
with bacon strips but do not add wa- 
ter-or cover, and roast in a slow oven 
at 300 degrees F.; allowing 20-25 
minutes per pound. 

Methods of less tender cuts 
(shoulder, shank, neck); 

Stewing. Cut meat into one-inch 
cubes and season with salt and pep- 
per. Sprinkle the cubes with flour 
and brown in hot fat, then cover with 
boiling water. Cover and cook slow- 
ly until tender but do not boil. Add 
vegetables just before serving time 
so they will be tender, 

Braising. Season with salt and 
pepper, rub with flour and brown in 
hot fat. Add small quantities of wa- 
ter (about | cup), cover closely and 
cook slowly until tender. Turn meat 
occasionally, every 2-3 hours. 

venison can and should be a meat 
product to be used, or at least sam- 

pled, by all. With consumer's con- 
stant concern for fat, the prospect for 
using venison as a meat source is be- 
coming more and more a possibility.

Radon 

From time to time, I get asked 
about Radon or Radon detection or 
do we have a problem with Radon in 

is area. 

In the EPA survey conducted in 
Alabama, Madison, Jeffery, and 
Shelby Counties showed that 25% of 
the homes tested indicated detectable 


levels of Radon in excess of the lev- 
el considered minimal risk by the 
EPA. The Alabama Department of 
Public Health, Division of Radiation 
Control, has targeted Northwest, 
North Central and East Central Ala- 
bama as the area to increase the 
awareness of Radon potential expo- 
sure and associated health risks. 

The only way to know for sure if 
your home has Radon gas or not and 
the concentration level is to test for 
it. There are two tests currently 
available for the homeowner. The 
short-term test, i.e. 3 to 7 days, in- 
volves a charcoal canister placed at 
the lowest level of your home, out of 
drafty areas. The second test is 
called an Alpha Track Detector with 
a minimum test period of 2 to 4 
wecks and up to one year.

The velvet bean plants produce 
little seed unless they are grown with 
an upright crop like corn so the vines 
can climb and bear their flowers 
where there is air circulation. This 
also avoids pod decay. Velvet beans 
yield about 1,000 pounds of beans 
per acre. 

Velvet beans are not usually 
grown as a hay crop because of diffi- 
culty in mowing and curing the mass 
of tangled vines. The vines may easi- 
ly reach 12-15 feet and the roots 
grow as long at 20-30 feet. 

Velvet bean seed is running about 
$1.00 a pound and may be ordered 
through most of our agribusiness 
dealers. 

At this point, it looks like velvet J 
beans are a very god nematicide . It 
is not known if velvet beans are as 
valuable a nematicide when planted 
with corn and what seeding rates 
would be needed. We may possible 
have this information after another 
season's research, If you have a little 
land that is so heavily infested with 
nematodes that you have to take out 
of peanuts, you may consider putting 
that field in velvet beans and let the 
velvet beans restore the soil to good 
peanut growing conditions. If you
